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ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
MARCH 24, 1973 

The Meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Earl S. 
Rose, Jr., at 10:10 a.m., Saturday, March 24, 1973, at the Plymouth 
Carver Regional School. 

Mr. Rose asked the Town Meeting Members to observe a 
moment of silence. 

The number of Town Meeting Members present on March 24, 
1973, was 170 as reported by records of checkers Robert Marvelli 
and Carleton A. Kendrick. The Moderator declared a quorum 
present. * 

The Town Meeting members were sworn to the faithful per¬ 
formance of their duties by the Town Clerk, Andrew J. Collas. 

Mr. Withington requested that Town Meeting Members give 
permission for Mr. Ray Frieden to sit in the first row of Town 
Meeting Members. 

Mr. Burke moved that the Town Meeting meet the following 
days; Monday, March 26th; Wednesday, March 28th; Thursday, 
March 29th; and Saturday March 31st. Mr. Groetzinger moved to 
amend Mr. Burke’s motion be deleting Saturday’s session. The 
Town Meeting passed Mr. Burke’s motion with the amendment of 
Mr. Groetzinger. 

Mr. Burke moved that the Town Meeting meet Monday, Wed¬ 
nesday, and Thursday of every week until the meeting is concluded. 
This was passed. 

ARTICLE 2: Voted: That the Town authorize the broadcasting 
of the 1973 Town Meeting and appropriate $500.00 for the expenses 
thereof, provided that the Town receives from the broadcasting 
facilities a tape recording of the entire proceeding of the meeting so 
broadcast. Tapes received May 15, 1973. 

ARTICLE 3: Voted: That the reports of the several Boards of 
Officers and Committees of the Town be accepted and filed with the 
Town Clerk. 

The following reports were read: The Permanent Elementary 
School Building Committee. The 1749 Court House Committee. The 
Regional Vocational School Planning District. 

ARTICLE 4: Voted: That the Town authorize the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow in anticipation of the 
revenue for the eighteen-month period beginning January 1,1973, in 
accordance with General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 4, and acts in 
amendment thereof, and including in addition thereto, Chapter 849 
of the Acts of 1969, as amended, by issuing a note or notes payable 
within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for 
a period of less than one year in accordance with General Laws, 
Chapter 44, Section 17. 

ARTICLE 5: Mr. Kane moved that the Town of Plymouth ac¬ 
cept collective bargaining agreements signed by the members of 
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the Board of Selectmen and by representatives of Town employee 
bargaining units as follows: 

1. AFL-CIO, State Council 41, Local 1700 American Federation 
of State, County, and Municipal Employees and the Town of 
Plymouth dated March 6, 1973.

PLYMOUTH HISTORIC DISTRICT BY-LAW 
Section 1. General. 

This By-Law is adopted pursuant to the HISTORIC DISTRICT 
ACT, Chapter 40C of the GENERAL LAWS, in consideration of the 
purposes set forth in sections 2 and 7 of the Act. 

Section 2. Establishment of the “Plymouth Historic District.” 

There is hereby established in the Town of Plymouth an historic 
district as shown on a plan entitled: “Proposed Historic District” 
Prepared for Historical District Study Commission Town of 
Plymouth, Mass., dated October 18,1972, by Delano & Keith, Inc., a 
copy of which is on file in the Town Clerk’s Office. 

Section 3. Establishment of the “Plymouth Historic District 
Commission.” 

There is hereby established the “Plymouth Historic District 
Commission” which shall consist of five members, including one 
member from two nominees submitted by the Society for the 
Preservation of New England Antiquities, one member from two 
nominees submitted by the Chapter of the American Institute of 
Architects covering the Town of Plymouth, one member from two 
nominees of the Board of Realtors, one property owner resident in 
the Plymouth Historic District, and one Town of Plymouth resident 
interested in the preservation and protection of places of 
significance in the history of the Town of Plymouth. All members 
shall be appointed by the Board of Selectmen for the Town of 
Plymouth. If within thirty (30) days after submission of a written 
request for nominees to any of the organizations herein named no 
such nominations have been made, the Selectmen may proceed to 
make their appointments without nominations by such 
organization. 

Each term shall be for three (3) years except for the terms for 
original members which shall be as follows: 


A. New England Antiquities nominee 3 years 

B. American Institute of Architects nominee 3 years 

C. Board of Realtors nominee 2 years 

D. Resident property owner 2 years 

E. Interested Plymouth resident 1 year 
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In the event that an appointment is made without nominations 
as aforesaid, the term of the member appointed shall be the same as 
if nominations had been made. 

Section 4. Powers, Authority, and Duties of the Plymouth Historic 
District Commission. 

The Plymouth Historic District Commission (Commission) 
established herein, and as from time to time existing, shall have the 
powers, authority and duties granted by Chapter 40C of the General 
Laws and the powers, authority, and duties provided by this By- 
Law. 

The Commission may adopt and amend such rules and 
procedures not inconsistent with the provisions of Chapter 40C as it 
deems necessary or desirable for the exercise of its power, 
authority, and duties. It may employ clerical and technical 
assistants or consultants and incur other expenses appropriate to 
the carrying on of its work within the amounts from time to time 
appropriated to it by the Town and may accept money gifts and 
expend the same for such purposes. The Commission may ad¬ 
minister on behalf of the Town of Plymouth any properties and or 
easements, restrictions, or other interests in real property which 
the Town may have or may accept as gifts or otherwise and which 
the Town May designate the Commission as the administrator 
thereof. 

The Commission shall have the powers and duties of an 
historical commission as provided in section 8D of Chapter 40 of the 
General Laws.

ARTICLE SEVENTY-NINE: Voted: (Unanimously) That the 
Town amend the Zoning Map of the Town of Plymouth as adopted by 
the November 14, 1972, Special Town Meeting, subject to the ap¬ 
proval of the Map by the Attorney General, so that Lot 1-15A as

earlier laws.

The weekly meetings were changed to 
bi-weekly meetings on both Monday and Wednesday nights due to 
the Selectmen assuming the duties of the Public Safety Com¬ 
mission. 

The Board processed over 50 types of licenses and permits and 
performed the general services needed to run the Town. Many 
public hearings were again held on location of public utilities. The 
Board again continued to upgrade and install new street lights in the 
Town. 

Annual duties of the Selectmen included the preparation of jury 
lists; various committee and office appointments; perambulation of 
town bounds, this year with Bourne; preparation of necessary town 
meeting and election warrants; arrangements for the celebration of 
holidays; billing of the increased town wharf rentals and mooring 
locations and the issuance of liquor licenses. The rental of the 
Memorial Building averaged the same as last year. As in previous 
years, collective bargaining with the Town Employees required 
many hours of study and conference. 

The summer band concerts were held through the cooperation 
of the Musician’s Protective Union, Local No. 281 to whom we are 
greatly indebted. The concerts were again well attended and en¬ 
joyed by all. 

1973 was a successful year for Plymouth Beach, now fully under 
the control of the Selectmen. The Board had to limit the number of 
permits issued each week for camping on the Beach as everyone 
wished to go camping. Rat control was completed on the Beach 
from the Bathhouse to the end of the Beach with follow-up checks to 
be done in the Spring of 1974. 

The Town accepted the new Charter during 1973 and the 
Selectmen will now hire an Executive Secretary, Department of 
Public Works Director and a Staff Engineer. The Board feels the 
hiring of these employees will be a great asset to the Town. 

A new Town Counsel, Reubin M. Winokur, Esquire, was ap¬ 
pointed by the Selectmen and the Board expresses its thanks to 
Gerard G. Galassi for his past services as Town Counsel. 

The Emergency Employment Act is still continuing with those 
employees being terminated by EEA being hired by the Town 
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whenever needed and money is available. Those employees still 
working for the Town under EEA have been a great help to the 
Town. 

No decision has yet been made on the new relocation of Route 44 
into the Town of Plymouth. 

We extend our sincere appreciation to all the committees, 
departments and officers throughout the Town for their cooperation 
and earnest efforts towards maintaining a high standard of ef¬ 
fective municipal government in our Town.

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Report of the 

Board of Park Commissioners 


Immediately following the Town Election in March 1973, at 
which Commissioners 0. Arrigo Guidoboni and Everett F. Lanman 
were re-elected, the Park Commissioners organized and reap¬ 
pointed Mr. John W. Searles as Chairman, Mr. Guidoboni as Vice- 
Chairman, Mr. Arthur Sirrico as Superintendent and Mrs. Marion 
Zoccolante as Clerk. The other members of the Commission are 
Edward D. Borgatti and Kenneth Almeida. 

A plaque and stone as a memorial to Walter B. Haskell, has 
been erected on Little League Field. A dedication ceremony is 
planned at the start of the Little League season. 

The Manomet Youth Center located at Bartlett Hall, Manomet, 
has progressed in a satisfactory manner under the supervision of its 
Director, Mr. John Medeiros, and his assistants, Kristine Pimental 
and Francis Rose. Present enrollment is 306 boys and girls who 
participate in basketball, floor hockey, volley ball, ping pong and 
bumper pool activities, as the emphasis is on supervised athletics. 

Major developments occurred this past year at Briggs 
Playground, Manomet, including construction of a baseball 
diamond, a double tennis court, and a caretaker’s building with 
public sanitaries. The Park Commissioners have recognized the 
rapid expansion of the southern part of Plymouth thus creating an 
increasing need for recreational facilities. 

Clearing of dead trees, brush and refuse along the “Nature 
Trail” pathways and from the shores of Town Brook from Jenny’s 
Pond to beyond the Town Barn has resulted in an attractive 
pedestrian walk. 

Permission was granted to the proprietor of the Jenny Grist 
Mill to erect a sign, “Pilgrim Pathways,” at the entrance of 
Brewster Garden on Water Street, to attract attention of the 
Plymouth visitor to the Plymouth Rock area, the Grist Mill, the 
Jenny Pond area and the “Nature Trail” along the Town Brook. 

At the Annual Town Meeting in March 1973 it was voted to 
purchase a Wenger “Showmobile” to be placed under the 
jurisdiction of the Park Department and used for band concerts or 
any other outdoor activity where a portable covered stage is 
desired. The “Showmobile” was available for public use in August 
and nine concerts were enjoyed before it was stored for the winter. 
The portable sound system has been loaned to the Plymouth Public 
Library for their music appreciation course. 

Floodlights for the basketball court at Siever Field were in¬ 
stalled and evening games were scheduled and enjoyed, eliminating 
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out of town travel for the young players. There was an influx of 
softball teams' requests and all available fields were used. 

During 1973 the Park Department employed ten regular 
maintenance personnel, five salary and sixty four summer em¬ 
ployees. The Annual Parks and Recreation Budget for 1973 of 
$241,087. was met without the need to request any other funds from 
the Advisory and Finance Committee’s reserve. Receipts from 
parking fees, trailer camp rentals, and other miscellaneous sources 
amounted to $13,925 — 5.8 per cent of the budget. 

Finally the Park Commissioners, Superintendent Sirrico and 
Mrs. Marion P. Zoccolante wish to say that we sincerely appreciate 
the cooperation and courtesies extended by the other Town 
Departments.

To The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Plymouth 

The Annual Nursing Service Report of the Plymouth Com¬ 
munity Nurse Association, from January 1, 1973 to December 31, 
1973, is herewith submitted. 

Although the year 1973 has seen many changes within the PC- 
NA, both in staff and in program, the essential character and goals 
of the agency have not changed. We continue to serve the residents 
of Plymouth, Kingston and Duxbury, with a comprehensive 
program of skilled nursing care and preventive medicine. 7,550 
visits have been made, to both give direct care and to teach patient 
care to family members and Home Health Aides. The services of the 
Plymouth-Brockton Home Health Aides have been used in¬ 
creasingly as an extension of nursing services. Rehabilitation 
services, such as Physical Therapy, Speech Therapy and Oc¬ 
cupational Therapy, have been provided to patients at home, 
through the Easter Seal Society. Consultation with the mental 
health nurses has been extremely helpful for some families. 

Health Counseling to the elderly, has now been instituted in 
each of the three towns served, in cooperation with the local 
Councils on Aging. 173 residents of the three communities received 
Health Maintenance Counseling from our nurses, for a total of 678 
visits. 

The Upper Cape Cod Vocational School for Practical Nursing, 
has continued to send their students to our agency for Public Health 
field experience. 

Prenatal classes were conducted by our nurses, throughout the 
year, at a local parish center, in cooperation with the Plymouth 
School Department. We also participated in the prenatal sessions 
held at the Jordan Hospital. 

Of the 5,250 visits made in Plymouth, 4,323 were skilled nursing 
care, (331 — Office); 927 were made in behalf of the Plymouth 
Board of Health; 1666 were Medicare; 932 were Public Assistance 
(Medicaid), and 296 (37 — Office), were to recipients of Plymouth 
Veterans' Services. 

Eleven Well Child Conferences were held in Plymouth during 
the year. A total of 268 examinations were made by C. James 
Gormley, MD, WCC pediatrician. Tuberculin skin tests and im¬ 
munizations were also given at these conferences. 

Ten immunization clinics were held at the Plymouth Town 
House. A total of 330 various immunizations were given by the 
Board of Health physicians, Dr. Frank J. Abate and Dr. Hyman 
Duby, assisted by the PCNA nurses. 
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Ten Chest X-ray clinics were held at the Jordan Hospital, at 
which 183 people were x-rayed and examined. 333 Tuberculin skin 
tests, (Mantoux), were given in the PCNA office, for food handlers, 
nursing home and school personnel certification. 

Due to the high incidence of Measles in this area, our nurses 
assisted at a mass measles immunization program, in cooperation 
with the Plymouth School Department, the Plymouth Board of 
Health and the State Department of Public Health. 

Influenza immunization clinics which were sponsored by the 
Plymouth Council on Aging, were organized and staffed by the 
PCNA, and Flu vaccine was administered to all who were eligible, 
until the vaccine was exhausted. 

We continue to do health promotion in all age groups, disease 
prevention and communicable disease control as recommended by 
the State Department of Public Health. 

Our agency received permission from the Cost of Living Council 
and the State Rate Setting Commission, to increase our fees. We 
hope therefore, to be able to meet our commitments for another 
year. 

In 1973, we were again certified as a Home Health Agency, in 
full compliance with the regulations set forth by Medicare and the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

I would like to express my appreciation to Mrs. Clarence 
Krueger, and the Board of Directors, for their untiring efforts and 
enthusiastic response; to Mrs. Eleanor Mooney, R.N., of the State 
Department of Public Health, for her many hours of consultation; to 
the Plymouth Board of Selectmen; the Plymouth Board of Health; 
to the Region VII staff; the Jordan Hospital staff; the PCNA 
Medical and Professional Advisors; and, most of all, the PCNA 
nursing staff and office personnel, who combine skill with com¬ 
passion and understanding.

The employees of the Tree Department were kept quite busy 
during 1973 removing diseased trees in the Town of Plymouth. 

The amount of $15,565. was again allocated by the Finance 
Committee, as determined by the Department of Natural Resources 
which was spent for the removal of these diseased trees. 

Seventy Dutch Elm Disease trees were removed as well as 34 
other trees. Ninety-six stumps were also removed. A new Stump 
Cutter as well as a Sprayer and Truck were purchased for the Tree 
Department which proved to be a great assest. 

Approximately 74 new trees were planted in the Town, many on 
private property all within 20 feet of the highway boundary. Per¬ 
mission was obtained from the property owners to plant these trees. 
These trees were planted to replaced the trees that were removed 
and-or damaged. 

The usual program of fertilizing young trees was done as well as 
the trimming and pruning of the trees.

Gentlemen: 

This past season Massachusetts witnessed a serious outbreak of 
equine encephalitis. Seventy cases were confirmed in horses, forty- 
two of them in Plymouth and Bristol Counties. Acting under ad¬ 
visement of the Lakeville Encephalitis Field Station, the State 
Department of Public Health undertook an aerial spray program 
that eventually covered 1,600,000 acres. The epidemic was broken 
no human cases were reported. 

Two acts of the Legislature established two additional Mosquito 
Control Projects in the Commonwealth during 1973. Chapter 583 
established the Central Massachusetts Mosquito Control Project. 
Thirty-one towns and one city, in Middlesex and Worcester Coun¬ 
ties, will participate. Chapter 606 formed the Suffolk County 
Mosquito Control Project, comprised of the cities of Chelsea and 
Boston. Ten projects are now serving the Commonwealth under 
Section 5A, Chapter 252 of the General Laws enacted July 15, 1957. 

The following is a summary of the various activities of this 
Project: hand sprayer, mist blowers, thermol foggers and ultra low 
volume cold aerosol foggers were used in treating 36,608 acres from 
mid-April through mid-September. In the remaining months, 59,380 
feet of ditches and streams were reclaimed, using back hoes of 
special design. 

The Project thanks the various town departments for their 
valuable aid.

Gentlemen: 

On March 21, 1973 I began my new duties as Director of 
Veterans’ Services and Veterans’ Agent. 1973 was an eventful year. 
The Vietnam Conflict ended for the United States, the Com¬ 
monwealth resumed acceptance and payment of the Vietnam 
Bonus, and a surge of these new veterans applied for benefits in 
education, medical, pensions, compensations and rehabilitation 
programs. 

It is with great concern that we acknowledge that of the 1300 
men still missing from this conflict, Massachusetts has 24 fighting 
men still unaccounted for. The sudden passing of Mr. Charles C. 
Henderson was a loss to the community. 

The demands upon this office in 1973 was the greatest yet. Our 
population, as well as the veterans and their dependents, has con¬ 
tinued to rise. Of the towns in the 20,000 to 30,000 category Plymouth 
ranks third in case load, also it is the largest town geographically in 
the state. 

In 1973 this Department made application for V.A. 
Hospitalization in three Massachusetts V.A. Hospitals. The amount 
which the local taxpayer will save potentially is $114,750. Also, in 
1973, our veterans and their dependents received new pensions and 
other compensations totaling $92,573.00. This amount is also a 
savings to the taxpayer. 

The introduction of a federally financed and administered 
program initiated through the local Veterans’ Services Office is 
expected to have a favorable economic effect to our community. Its 
appearance comes at an opportune time since the effects of the 
energy crisis and rising unemployment is making its presence 
known. The Federal Government will pay its own administrative 
expenditures and the program will be in effect in 1974. 

I wish to express my gratitude and thanks to the elected town 
officials, town employees, the local Division of Employment 
Security and town auxiliaries for their cooperation and assistance 
given me during my first year in this office. To our staff — Mrs. 
Jean Goduti, Mrs. Muriel Watson and Mrs. Esmeralda Brenner, 
many many thanks.

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Personnel Board Report 


The Plymouth Personnel Board held 29 meetings during 1973. 
The principal business of the Board during that year was to 
establish new positions necessary for the implementation of the 
Plymouth Charter which goes into effect March of this year, in¬ 
creasing all wages under the compensation plan by 5 per cent for 
1973 and an additional 3 per cent for the first six months of 1974 with 
the Police and Fire Chiefs' salaries being increased an additional 
$2000, increasing by 11 the compensation grades under Schedule B, 
amending the employee bargaining agreements and establishing 
new positions necessary under the new Zoning By-Law. The Board 
also had several requests for reclassifications of positions now 
under the Personnel By-Law. It was necessary in several instances 
to seek the services of Town Counsel in order to obtain legal advice. 
The Board's Consultants, Charles M. Evans and Associates, were 
called upon on several matters regarding new classifications and 
re-evaluations of present classifications. 

At its annual organization meeting in May the Board elected 
Peter A. Kane, Chairman; Edward W. Santos, Co-Chairman and 
Dorothy A. Zupperoli, Secretary. 

New positions which were recommended and approved at last 
year's Town Meeting were as follows: Shuttle Bus Operator, Assist, 
to Director-Mano. Youth Center, Police Dispatcher, Dog Officer- 
Full-Time, Planning Director, Assessor-Part-Time, Executive 
Secretary to Board of Selectmen, Director of Elderly Affairs, 
Director of Public Works, Staff Engineer, Assessor-Full-Time and 
Director-Manomet Youth Center. 

Under the suggestion of Town Counsel the Board began 
preparing a standard Application for Employment Form which will 
enable all departments to be standardized. This form has not been 
completed as yet. 

Several department heads requested reclassifications within 
their departments as well as the establishment of new positions. 
Many of these were referred to our Consultant and many were done 
by the Board. Those requests which were completed have been 
referred to the departments involved, however many requests are 
still in the process of being evaluated and will be completed for the 
Town Meeting. 

The Board discussed and approved to have a complete re- 
evaluation of the Town positions done during 1974-75. An ap¬ 
propriation was made in the budget to the Finance Committee this 
year. This work will begin immediately after Town Meeting. We felt 
this would be necessary at this time for two reasons: 
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1. The length of time which has elapsed since the last 
evaluation. 

2. The implementation of the new Plymouth Charter which will 
involve many changes within the departments of the Town. 

It was also agreed that several sections of the Personnel By- 
Law should be re-written for clearer clarification of same. This will 
be done with the help of Town Counsel.

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Annual Report of the 
Harbor Master 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

Due to fair weather conditions during the 1973 boating season, 
there were no serious boating accidents or losses in Plymouth 
Harbor. Days of heavy fog conditions did hinder much boating 
traffic, both commercial and pleasure, and many searches were 
made for boats reported overdue or lost due to the fog. As usual our 
floats and moorings were used to their utmost and served their 
purpose very well. 

The new 14’ outboard and motor purchased by the Town, to 
service our ponds and to be used as a backup patrol boat, proved 
very successful. 

During the past year there have been 8-10 fishing draggers 
operating out of Plymouth Harbor and landing their catches at the 
Town Wharf, also 2 swordfishing boats made Plymouth their 
homeport. Fish landings and trips increased approximately 10 per 
cent due to fair weather and an almost ice free winter. 

The amount of visiting craft again increased this year. An in¬ 
crease of courtesy moorings helped make this possible. 

Party boat trips increased slightly accommodating ap¬ 
proximately 40,000 persons. Although there was a scarcity of fish 
they managed to get their share of codfish and other species.

1973 Plymouth Harbor Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

The Plymouth Harbor Committee submits the following report 
in accordance with Article 102 of the 1962 Annual Town Meeting: 

The Committee held regular and special meetings during the 
year to hear, study, and make recommendations on problems 
relating to our waterfront and Plymouth Harbor. 

The proposed and accepted new Plymouth boat ramp plans 
have met with the approval of all the Town and State officials. It is 
expected that the Plymouth boat launching ramp, to be built within 
the Basin north of the town, will cost in the vicinity of $140,000.00. 

The repairs on the adjustable groin out on Long Beach Dike are 
expected to start soon. 

The Plymouth Harbor Yacht Anchorage Basin which has been 
considered for maintenance dredging, and presented to the Town 
Meeting under Article 72 of the 1973 Annual Town Meeting, was 
moved to have further study with regards to surveys and costs, this 
study to be under the direction of the Selectmen, with results being 
presented by them. 

The new outboard boat and motor, requested by the Harbor 
Master, and approved by the Town Meeting, has added greater 
safety service to the boating public this past summer. 

The new decking on the Town T-wharf has resulted in improved 
safety for the public. 

Winter boat storage tie-up fees for the Town Wharf were 
discussed at our meeting. It was ruled that under the present 
Harbor By-Laws, Section D (Berthing), Item 6, “Boat shall not be 
tied to docks in dead storage for over four (4) weeks’ time, after 
which, upon notice from the Harbor Master, they shall be 
removed.” 

A study of shellfish on our shores and flats is expected to be 
analyzed by the Division of Marine Fisheries. 

With reference to the harbor pollution problem — under 
Plymouth Harbor By-Laws, Section C, 1 and 2, (1) “No oil shall be 
dumped overboard on to the harbor”. (2) “No untreated sewage, 
rubbish, debris garbage, or dead fish shall be discharged into 
Plymouth Harbor.” The United States Coast Guard, under the 
Department of Transportation, has not as yet come up with a 
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standard approved marine sanitation system, or solution, for the 
sewage problem aboard small boats.

1973 Town Report 

If you were to write this report what would you say? Where 
would you begin? Energy crisis? Oil shortages? Chemical shor¬ 
tages? Lumber shortages? Metal shortages? Meat shortages? 
Wheat shortages? Overdevelopment everywhere around you? 
Services inadequate? 

Would you complain about too much building in your town, of 
traffic jams, of washouts and drainage problems all over the place, 
of blatant and garish signs offending your eye and spoiling the 
town? Would you complain about the air you breathe and the water 
you drink being affected by road tars and oils, by roadsalt, by in¬ 
secticides, or by septic pollution? Would you worry whether nuclear 
power is really safe for you and your children — and theirs? 

Does it bother you that Plymouth will need several more new 
schools, despite the fact that we seem to vote a few new ones every 
year already? Does it bother you that Plymouth will need miles and 
miles of new roads, more fire and police protection, more utilities 
and more services? ... All of this with a capital $$$$ . . . and, does it 
bother you that your tax bill will skyrocket irreversibly unless you 
support the new tax-paying nuclear power plants which help to 
attract all the new growth? 

Are you worried about town government, about the new charter 
and whether your officials can handle all of these critical mat¬ 
ters??? You should worry!!! 

In 1973 most of these problems came before the Conservation 
Commission in one form or another, and we tried to apply wise 
judgment to each case, but there were two areas which stood out 
especially and which required most of our time. They were 
WATER, and LAND-USE. 

No Water Shortage: 1973 is already listed as the second wettest 
year in recorded history, there was no shortage of rainwater, 
thereby providing this Commission with a never-ending battle to 
protect our swollen wetland areas from damaging development, 
from danger of flooding, from pollution of our drinking water and 
the ground-water recharge systems, and to protect our ponds, lakes 
and streams from ruin. 

Fifteen hearings were held for wetlands permits, eight were 
approved with special conditions, but perhaps our wetlands concern 
was better demonstrated by our many field site inspections; by our 
constant scrutiny of all plans proposed to the town for any purposes 
(even including our own municipal buildings); by the advice we 
offered to other town departments and boards; by the continuous 
discussion at our own regular meetings; and, by the legislation we 
wrote and supported. 
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Water in Plymouth is a major issue! One look at the many ar¬ 
ticles in the town warrant each year to correct drainage and erosion 
problems is sufficient to convince the taxpayer of the importance 
and the expense of the water issue. 

Land-Use: The Commission has continued its search for good 
land-properties to be added to the town as open-space and has 
recently succeeded in acquiring a major parcel of 50 acres in 
the Ellisville area—a handsome property for the town. The value of 
open-space to the town is now greater than ever before as we wit¬ 
ness the continual development around us and can appreciate even 
more the need for recreational areas, for sections that will assure 
the rural character of the community, for areas which will prevent 
the town from becoming too densely populated and overburdened 
for services, and there are other important benefits, too. 

There are those who feel the town loses taxes whenever open- 
space lands are acquired, but quite the reverse is true ... a major 
benefit of such lands is the enhancement of real estate values 

on adjacent properties, which in turn provide higher revenues to the 
town stemming from this higher value. There is little question that 
the multiple benefits of open-space lands guarantees that the social 
benefits far outweigh the social costs for the town to buy and hold 
such properties. 

So, it was with pleasure that this Commission began in 1973 a 
cooperative program to support the newly formed Plymouth County 
Wildlands Trust, a private agency which is dedicated to preser¬ 
vation of open spaces in Plymouth County. 

In addition to land acquisition, we are also acutely sensitive to 
the use and the regulation of lands in Plymouth, as the regulation of 
land becomes an increasingly important component of programs 
for enhancing environmental quality. We voted unanimous support 
of new zoning and land-regulation articles in the 1974 town warrant 
for precisely this reason — we do need more effective land 
regulation in Plymouth, and we need it now! 

The Commission has continued to work for the town in other 
ways, too. It has: 

. . . continued its program for erosion protection on Plymouth 
Beach thru beachgrass plantings, dune fencing, and recycling of X- 
mas trees 

. . . reviewed policies for power-line maintenance 

.. . reviewed every development plan submitted to the Planning 
Board, including actual inspection of the lands in many cases, 
consultation with applicants, engineers, etc. 

. . . written specific land-covenants to protect the town and 
advised on others 

. . . reviewed plans for new roads, for new schools, for airport 
expansion 
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. . . written new environmental legislations and aided other 
boards with same 

. . . continued Town Brook Beautification program (see 
warrant) 

. . . provided many lectures to school groups, scouts, civic 
groups 

... provided environmental programs for public education 
. . . maintained an active role in several environmental 
societies, State & Local 

.. . replied to hundreds of resident's letters and calls requesting 
information 

.. . actively participated in discussion on nuclear energy 
. . . cooperated with State and Federal agencies and with 
several universities engaged in projects of interest to Plymouth 

. .. held public meetings and public hearings whenever an issue 
called for one 

. . . reviewed school curriculums and programs for en¬ 
vironmental content 

. . . maintained an active role in virtually every phase of local 
government 

... maintained an accurate and responsive communication with 
the public thru its' activities, thru its' regular open meetings and 
thru press and radio media 

The Conservation Commission has been busy, as you can see, 
and it has sometimes wondered “is it worth the effort to fight the 
system?"; “to try to improve something?"; “to try to save the good 
things of life?"; “to hang-in-there no matter what?" We answer 
these questions with a resounding, “YES", and do so proudly! 
Despite all the national and international affairs going on around us, 
and despite that the urban “encroachment" has now become more 
like an “urban invasion," we recognize that the quality of our lives 
is in large part determined by the character of our own little 
community at the local level. We know that the air we breathe, the 
clean water we drink, the beautiful seascapes and woodland 
scenery we look at each day ... all this is still here for us to enjoy 
because we have not let it be taken from us, we have not let it be 
destroyed, and partly, too, because this Commission, for one, has a 
keen eye and a sensitive ear for the threats against the quality of our 
lives here in Plymouth. We do care about your town, and remember 
... we live here, too! 

We need your help, your support, your comments and criticism . 
. . it’s a big job. Give us that support and we pledge our very best 
efforts in return. 
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This report acknowledges the aid and assistance of the Board of 
Selectmen and of the many agencies of the Town, and expresses it’s 
gratitude to the residents of Plymouth for their vital support.

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Report of the 
Retirement Board 


The Board of Retirement presents herewith its report covering 
the activities of the Contributory Retirement System for the year 


1973. 


Following are three amendments to Chapter 32, enacted in 1973, 
which should be of particular interest to the members: 

Chapter 928 amends Section 10. Under this act a member, who 
has completed ten years of service and who resigns or voluntarily 
terminates his employment before attaining age fifty-five without 
withdrawing his accumulated total deductions, may, on or after 
attaining age fifty-five, receive a retirement allowance. 

Chapter 1128 provides that all retirees, so desiring, may have 
federal income taxes withheld from their pensions. The Plymouth 
Board of Retirement has allowed this ever since the federal forms 
were provided, but some boards have not, as there was no specific 
provision for it in Chapter 32. However, application for such 
withholding must be made by the retiree and the dollar amount of 
withholding must be specified in the application. Application forms 
are available at the office of the secretary of the Retirement Board. 

Chapter 1185, passed just prior to prorogation, requires cost-of- 
living payments to be made quarterly instead of semi-annually, as 
they were in 1973. 

There were nine non-contributory pensioners and four 
beneficiaries receiving retirement allowances from the Town as of 
December 31, 1973.

For 1973 

The Plymouth Industrial Development Corporation (PIDC) and 
the Plymouth Development & Industrial Commission (PDIC) are 
running out of available land for industrial use. Several open 
hearings have been held as to the need of, and to consider plans for 
Phase II of the Industrial Park whereby $617,000 was requested to 
add 5,500 feet of extension to Industrial Park Rd. following the old 
Middleboro railway bed to a point on the easterly side of Rte. 80. 
Three spur roads will branch off to help service some 60 more acres 
of Industrial Park land. This amount is for water and sewer con¬ 
nections also. 

Articles have been filed in the warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting. The amount of money raised through taxation by these 
new industrial buildings would make a profitable venture if the 
entire amount of money was raised through a bond issue. 

Some six months ago the PDIC, realizing available, usable land 
might be exhausted on Alvin Rd., Collins Ave., and Armstrong Rd. 
decided to acquire additional land for further expansion. Recent 
industrial transactions made that action more necessary. The Corp. 
bought three more parcels of 88.2 acres and mortgaged same for 
$305,000. The land will be available for new industry and resulting 
new job opportunities but must be serviced with modern roads, 
water and sewer. 

The cooperation of the town-sponsored Commission and the 
volunteer nonprofit Corporation has, to date, resulted in seven new 
industrial buildings, three of which have expanded to double their 
original size, two under construction, two more to start construction 
in two months. Only eleven marketable acres remain in the original 
102 acres. 

Several large concerns have shown interest in planning for new 
expansion in Phase II. Present engineering plans will make Phase 
II land available toward the end of the next year, if affirmative 
action at Town Meeting is passed. 

The success of the Industrial Park to date has been traced to 
many factors. Basically, the complex offers the only full service 
(roads, water, sewer) tracts of land properly zoned for industry 
south of Boston and offered for sale to smaller type diversified 
growth industries by the one owner, the nonprofit Corp. 

Those interested in bringing their industrial business to 
Plymouth are screened carefully by both the Commission and 
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Corporation and those who need professional advice and assistance 
find that Plymouth is always ready to cooperate. Five of the new 
concerns have been helped with Corporation sponsored Small 
Business Administration loans for 100 per cent financing. One of the 
plants built under a SBA guaranteed loan is owned by the Cor¬ 
poration and leased to the industry. The Corporation will turn it over 
to them after 20 years. The Industrial Corp. holds third mortgages 
on all six loans. 

These many services have helped raise employment and have 
made a considerable increase in the taxable valuation to the town. 
To date over a million dollars of new buildings will be assessed. 
Over 500 jobs have been added. This is a great help as Plymouth is 
still a high unemployment area of 20 per cent average. If the present 
progress of the Industrial Park continues, the new proceeds in taxes 
added will make this an excellent short term investment, and the 
employment increase will result in a bigger bonus to the town's 
economy. 

It was five years ago that the Commission and the Corporation 
started operating in the new Industrial Park concept. At the 
dedication they were able to announce a first with the erection of an 
8,000 sq. ft. building by Richards Micro-Tool Co., Inc. Since then, 
this firm has prospered, added employees and doubled in produc¬ 
tion space and is now listed on the stock market exchange. This 
plant followed the building of the New England Telephone Co. 
service garage on Nicks Rock Rd. which had been completed before 
the Park was finished. 

Following Pixley-Richards, Inc., manufacturer of plastic 
component parts, Ad-Tec Products, Inc., maker of paper paint 
strainers, built in the Park and both of these firms have doubled the 
size of their first building and increased their employment. 

Arnold Trailer Co., manufacturer of modern travel trailers 
occupied its new 13,000 sq. ft. building in October, 1971 on 4 acres of 
land on Nicks Rock Rd. with seven employees. Since that time it has 
acquired 2.97 acres of land for trailer storage and added 36 more 
employees to its payroll. Arnold Trailer Co. received the coveted 
Faith in Massachusetts award in 1972. 

K.A.L. Industries is now in operation in its attractive 10,000 sq. 
ft. building, manufacturing welding equipment. This company is a 
subsidiary of Standard Welders with the home plant in Hingham. 

North River Plastics, subsidiary of D.H.J. industries, has 
completed, and is occupying its new 15,600 sq. ft. concrete block 
plant. 

Another new building of 23,100 sq. ft. is being erected on 5 acres 
of land, is for sale and will be occupied by some new industry. 

Tech-Etch, Inc. broke ground recently for its 30,000 sq. ft. plant 
in the Industrial Park. Upon completion of its building, Tech-Etch, 
Inc. will move to Plymouth its existing Brockton operation which 
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produces name plates and front panels for instruments, and its 
Hingham plant which manufactures electronic circuits, connectors, 
leads and other precision metal parts. 

Plastronics, Inc., presently operating in West Yarmouth, plan 
to build a 12,000 sq. ft. plant in the Park in the near future. This 
company manufactures plastic bricks for use in the interior and 
exterior of homes and other buildings. Original plans to build im¬ 
mediately have been postponed temporarily because of the energy 
crisis and the inability to buy enough plastics to expand its 
production. 

Paley & Tucker (PALTUCO) builders and developers, pur¬ 
chased five acres of Plymouth Industrial Park land with an option 
on five more acres to erect a 30,120 sq. ft. speculative industrial 
building. 

Phase II of the Industrial Park will have additional land 
available for industrial expansion. Plans have been endorsed by 
Southeastern Regional Planning and Economic Development 
District, in case federal funding by the Economic Development 
Administration is available, and have received the approval of the 
business community of the Town of Plymouth.

With the changes in the Zoning By-law and the employment of a 
full-time Planning Director, the activities of the Planning Board 
have changed considerably in the last year. The Board has spent far 
more time in zoning-related matters and in discussions of policy as 
regards the future of Plymouth and the implementation of these 
policies. In the past year a great deal more emphasis has been 
placed on legal means to assure that subdivisions are carefully built 
and maintained by the developers. Much time and thought has gone 
into recommendations to the Board of Appeals as regards special 
permit and variance applications. 

The Board has expanded its staff to two full-time people, Mr. 
Ray Frieden, Planning Director, and Ms. Sandra Burton, Secretary 
to the Board. The Planning Board Office is now open from 8:00 a.m. 
to 4:30 p.m. Monday through Friday. 

At the Annual Town Election held on March 3, 1973, Mr. Richard 
Withington was re-elected for a term of five years. At the meeting 
held on March 19,1973, the Board was organized as follows:

He had served as chair¬ 
man since 1958 and was extremely influential in the framing of the 
new Zoning By-laws. The Board also accepted the resignation of 
Mrs. Mary B. Searles effective April 30, 1973. Mrs. Searles had 
served the Board since September, 1961. They were honored at a 
party at Bert’s Restaurant where Mrs. Searles was presented with a 
charm bearing the Seal of the Town, and Mr. Crawley was given a 
pewter mug.

On April 25, 1973, Mr. Allan T. Gifford was appointed to fill the 
vacancy left on the Board by Mr. Crawley’s resignation. Ms. 
Catherine Romano joined the Board on March 12, 1973, and served 
as the Board’s very capable secretary until October 1, 1973, when 
she left to join the Welfare Department as a caseworker. Ms. 
Sandra Burton joined the Board at that point and has become an 
indispensable member of the Board’s staff.

In addition, 116 plans claiming that approval under the sub¬ 
division control law was not required were examined involving 
approximately 298 additional lots. Of these, 106 were signed and the 
remainder refused as they constituted subdivisions. Of these, many 
were withdrawn. 

The Board acted on 15 site plans under the old Zoning By-laws, 
reviewing them for off-street parking and loading space as well as 
all buildings, signs, roadways, utilities, drainage, lighting, land¬ 
scaping, etc. and making appropriate recommendations to the 
Building Inspector. 

The Board also acted on 100 applications under the new Zoning 
By-law, sending reports to the Building Inspector ancLfer the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. Many of these reports were carefully detailed to 
assist the Building Inspector in the interpretation of the new by-law 
which, in spite of its length and complexity, has been referred to by 
many developers as a great aid to the working out of proposals 
responsive to the need of the Town and its citizens. 

With respect to existing subdivisions, the Board has instituted 
recission of one subdivision in an effort to correct improper 
drainage provisions and is considering similar action with respect 
to several other developments where such action may prove ef¬ 
fective. The Board has also dealt with a number of complaints 
regarding subdivisions although it is severly limited in this regard 
by State Statutes. The subdivision control Rules and Regulations 
are currently undergoing revision in hopes of avoiding the kinds of 
problems highlighted by these complaints in the future. Written 
comments and suggestions from residents are requested and en¬ 
couraged. 
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The Board held a number of public hearings regarding zoning 
changes for the Annual Town Meeting in March and is pleased to 
report that very few changes in the form of amendments to the By¬ 
law were presented as of the closing of the Town Warrant in 
November. The Board takes this as an indication that the citizens of 
Plymouth are generally pleased with the way it is operating. 
Nevertheless, the Board is anxious to respond to citizen concern in 
this area and solicits written comments and suggestions.

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Report of 
Council on Aging 


The goals set by the Council on Aging for 1973 were the hiring of 
a full-time Director of Elder Affairs and the establishment of a 
senior drop-in center. These two goals were achieved when 
Christian W. Schembri began his duties as a director on July 30th, 
and the rear of 17 Court Street began functioning as a center to 
provide information and referral services for the Seniors of 
Plymouth. 

Achievement of these two goals necessitated some changes 
within the framework of the Council on Aging functions. One change 
was moving the Shuttle Bus dispatcher from the basement of the 
Town Office Building to 17 Court Street. 

Growth and development are the key words that describe the 
Council on Aging activities during 1973. There was the addition of a 
second vehicle in the transportation program. The Council 
established a weekly health counseling program at four different 
locations administered by the Plymouth Community Nurse 
Association. The nutrition program developed from a monthly to a 
daily hot luncheon available to Plymouth seniors on all school days 
at the nominal price of fifty cents. 

The Retired Senior Volunteer Program (RSVP) was im¬ 
plemented in our area in 1973 under the direction of Edna Hughes. 
The Plymouth Senior Drop-In Center became an established station 
with Diana Vincent acting as coordinator of volunteers. Thirty-one 
senior volunteers were in the Plymouth RSVP program by the end 
of the year. 

OLD COLONY ELDER, a monthly newsletter published by the 
Council on Aging and edited by the Director was one of the new 
services introduced. The newsletter contains information con¬ 
cerning services available to seniors from month to month. It serves 
as a medium of communication between the Council and seniors. It 
provides a forum of opinion, publicizes announcements and brings 
to the attention of seniors dates, times and places of various events 
that are of interest to them. Newsletter circulation is 1,000. 

The two twelve passenger vans were made available for 
transportation to all Plymouth residents who are over fifty-nine 
years of age and carry a Council on Aging Identification Card. Use 
of the senior shuttle service increased toward the close of the year 
due partly to the energy crisis and partly to a greater awareness by 
seniors of the availability of the shuttle bus. The following figures 
were taken from our daily log:

They 
were encouraged by the foresight of the Board of Selectmen and the 
people of Plymouth who voted in favor of the programs proposed by 
the Council. 

Two individuals deserve special commendation this year for 
getting the Council on Aging and its programs off the ground. Rev. 
John B. Scorzoni demonstrated his dynamic leadership as 
spokesman of the Council who presented its proposed plans before 
town officials. Gaetano A. Brigida implemented the senior 
programs from his Emergency Preparedness Office in the 
basement of the Town Office Building. Both these individuals ac¬ 
complished a herculean task for which the whole town is grateful.

Plymouth Council on Aging 
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Report of the 

Board of Cemetery Commissioners 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

In addition to the regular care and maintenance of our several 
cemeteries, we wish to report on the following. 

Oak Grove and Vine Hills Cemetery did not appear to be in need 
of too many special projects. We fixed a couple of drains, which had 
been problem areas. Road sealer was applied to another area of the 
main roads, which improves the appearance and preserves the 
existing roadway. 

Despite vigilance on our part and assistance from the Police 
Department, there is some vandalism. Thievery of potted plants 
and flowers is the major concern. We sympathize with the lot 
owners in this regard and wish there was an effective way to control 
it. 

The work of preserving the old slate stones in granite at Burial 
Hill seems to go on and on forever; we had six done this year. Much 
interest has been shown in these old stones. Several Social Studies 
classes from the area have asked permission to take rubbings of the 
stones. Permission is usually granted, with the stipulation that 
strict discipline be enforced while in the cemetery. 

Chiltonville, Russell Mills and South Pond Cemeteries needed 
only general maintenance this past year. 

At the Manomet Cemtery a parking area was laid out and 
gravelled. Cars are now able to park in the cemetery during a 
funeral, which will create less of a traffic hazard than by having 
them parked on White Horse Road. 

At the White Horse Cemetery, it was voted at the Annual Town 
Meeting to accept the easement from Reed & Clerke, the 
developers, for an access road to the Cemetery. Much preliminary 
work was done on this project, by sending cards to several people in 
the area; and having some of the Board members attend the annual 
caucus meeting in Manomet. It was the intent of the Board to 
determine whether the people of the area would prefer to accept 
this new access road; or to proceed with litigation to regain the old 
one. The majority of people who replied were in favor of the new 
road. 

The road is completed and in some respects has advantages 
over the old one. Permission has been granted to have the sign 
replaced. This historical spot can be now easily visited by students 
of history and people interested in old burial grounds. 
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Complete maps and engineering plans have been drawn for the 
enlargement of the Parting Ways Cemetery. With voter approval of 
the item now on the Annual Warrant, we hope to have this project 
under way this summer. 

Mr. Burton Burgess who was elected to the Board on March 7, 
1970 has moved to Florida and subsequently tendered his 
resignation to the Board. He was an active member and will be 
missed. 

The Board of Selectmen, in conjunction with this Board, ap¬ 
pointed Mr. Antone Morgardo to fill his unexpired term. Mr. 
Morgardo has had much experience in Town Activities and will 
prove to be an asset to the Board. 

Due to over-crowding at the Town Office Building, the 
Cemetery Department Office has been moved near the Town 
Clerk’s Office.

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1973 Annual Report of 
The Plymouth Airport Commission 


Business at the airport increased substantially during the year 
due to the rapid construction of homes within the town, as well as 
the County. Gasoline sales exceeded 1972 by a good percent. 
Tiedowns for privately based and transient aircraft remained about 
the same as previous years. Undercover aircraft storages increased 
and additional space is in demand. 

Student flight training, aircraft maintenance, installation and 
servicing of aircraft radio equipment, scenic and charter flights, 
and aircraft sales are prime businesses on the field. Agricultural 
spraying is steadily increasing for fertilizing and insecticiding 
cranberry bogs; this being done by helicopters or two fixed wing 
aircraft. Soaring in gliders has further increased airport interests. 

Emergency spraying for the enciphilitis scare was frequent 
during the month of August. 

The airport equipment is obtained from Federal General 
Services surplus equipment, affording the town Grade A trucks, 
plows, mowers and other equipment at no cost. This is one of the 
vital advantages of being a municipal airport. 

Several civic events have been held at the airport, contributing 
to the general overall use by the townspeople. The commission 
again invites every taxpayer and resident to visit the airport, and to 
see how the commission is working to continue the reputation of 
Plymouth Airport, as being the finest in Massachusetts.

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Annual Report of the 
Sewer Commission 


In February of 1973, amidst a furor of anger and dissent, the 
first billing for sewerage treatment went out to the 2,500 or more 
families who are the recipeints of the treatment plant facilities. 
Charges were based on water useage for the six winter months of 
1972, at a rate of $.005 per cubic foot with a minimum charge of 
$20.00. This will be an annual charge as set out by ACTS of 1963, 
Chapter 304. 

In June the night soil depository on Long Pond Road was 
completed and is now being used extensively by local sewerage 
pumping firms, each paying a charge of $300 annually. 

Under orders from the State Water Pollution Control, sludge 
drying beds were constructed in an area of the Manomet Dump, and 
the area was enclosed by a fence erected according to 
specifications set out by the State Board of Health. 

Metcalf & Eddy, Engineers, have met with the Board several 
times during the year to keep the Commission posted on progress 
being made on various projects being handled for us. All necessary 
permits have been received by us for the construction of the Murray 
Street drainage and sewer lines with the exception of four 
easements. As soon as these are approved at the Annual Town 
Meeting, this project will go out on bid. Several reports were also 
given on the progress of the sewer study survey. This study is now 
completed and in the hands of the State for evaluation and ac¬ 
ceptance, and they have already pointed out that many more storm 
drain problems must be corrected before any expansion of the plant 
can be contemplated, a step which will hopefully be taken in 1974. 

At present the Treatment plant is running at full capacity and 
all applications for sewer entry permits must first receive state 
approval. This also applies to any extensions of existing sewer lines 
and-or changes of use of a building already connected to the sewer.

On July 1, 1973 former Assistant Library Director Mark Titus 
replaced the retiring Katharine F. Freeland as Library Director. A 
new Materials Selection Policy was drafted and approved by the 
Board of Directors and plans were formulated for an overall 
reorganization of the Library. 


Major changes involved the conversion of the Manomet Public 
Library to the Manomet Branch of the Plymouth Public Library and 
the closing of the Loring Branch Library on October 20,1973. 

A Gaylord Circulation System was installed in September for 
more efficient control at the circulation desks. Library users were 
asked to re-register for a new centralized library card which is 
honored at the Main Library as well as the Manomet Branch. Books 
and materials may now be returned at either the Main Library or 
the Manomet Branch. 


In September the Library began a weekly column, entitled 
Footnotes, in the Old Colony Memorial. The purpose of this column 
is to keep the public informed about the activities of the Library and 
to provide short reviews of new acquisitions. 
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In September the Main Library became a document repository 
for all materials relating to Pilgrim Stations II and III in addition to 
its collection of Pilgrim I materials. 

The Main Library was the site of a free six-week Music Ap¬ 
preciation Course on Sunday evenings. The course, which started in 
October, was taught by Jonathan Porter of the Plymouth 
Philharmonic. 

The Library purchased two membership cards to the Museum 
of Fine Arts and made them available to any borrower on a 7-day 
loan. The cards entitle the holder to free admission to the Museum. 

Samuel Evans’ “Spring Moon’’ and Mary Harrington’s “Field 
Flowers’’ were purchased at the 1973 Plymouth Outdoor Art Show 
and added to the Library’s circulating art collection. 

The Library participated in the Neighborhood Youth Corps 
Program during the summer and later hired one of the students as a 
Library Page. The Retired Senior Volunteer Program has provided 
two individuals who have done an excellent job of processing and 
maintaining the periodicals collection. 

In November the Friends of the Library, a newly formed group, 
began a volunteer story-telling program for pre-school children. 
The weekly sessions involve work with crafts, music, and a wide 
variety of story-telling techniques. 

The Library, conscious of its commitment to the community, 
now serves the schools with weekly story-telling visits. The nursing 
homes are also visited on a bi-weekly basis. In addition, many books 
were donated to the Plymouth County House of Correction when the 
Loring Branch Library was closed. Approximately 4,000 books went 
to the schools at that time. 

I would like to thank the Board of Directors of the Plymouth 
Public Library Corporation for their active support of the goals of 
quality library service for the Town of Plymouth.

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Report of the 

Plymouth Housing Authority 


Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

In 1973 the Housing Authority received its funds for the con¬ 
struction of a new project for the elderly in addition to the 110 units 
of elderly housing which we now administer. This new project will 
be located on Nicks Rock Road and will consist of 100 apartments of 
which ten will be for handicapped persons and ten will be slightly 
larger apartments for couples. The plans for this project are now 
almost complete and bidding is expected within a few months, with 
completion of the building itself in late 1975. 

Having failed, in 1972, to obtain acceptable bids for the con¬ 
struction of scattered site housing for large families of low income, 
the Authority in late 1973 decided to acquire already existing homes 
for the same purpose. In West Plymouth a development called Old 
Colony Estates is at this moment being constructed and the 
Authority negotiated to buy three of these homes at the regular 
going rate, even going so far as to sign the real estate agreements 
and to deposit $10,200.00. Persons living in the development took 
exception to the idea of families of low income occupying homes 
there and persuaded the developer to refuse to sell to the Housing 
Authority. At this writing, the Authority has filed a complaint with 
the Massachusetts Commission Against Discrimination, its co¬ 
complainant being Mr. Edwin Lopes. The Lopes Family were 
displaced from their home by the redevelopment of the Summer- 
High Street areas eight years ago, and they were entitled to be given 
adequate accommodations. Rather than wait for the Courts to 
compel the Vazza Company to sell houses to the Authority, the 
Authority has now acquired a large house at 238 Old South Street 
and will move the Lopes Family in in early February, 1974. 

The total public housing now controlled by the Authority is forty 
veterans apartments, one hundred ten elderly apartments, seven 
leased units and one single family dwelling owned by the 
Authority. All apartments continue to be 100 per cent occupied.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 

The 1973 year has created a major change in the duties and 
operation of the Building Department, which formerly consisted of 
the Building Inspector and Clerk, organized under the Commission 
of Public Safety, now consisting of the Building Inspector, Asst. 
Building Inspector, Zoning Field Inspector, Principal Clerk, and a 
Jr. Clerk, now under the Selectmen’s office. 

The Building Department has a complete new Building Code, 
known as the BOCA CODE (Building Officials and Code Ad¬ 
ministrators International, Inc.) a one and two-family code which 
has been a great asset to the Contractors and Building Inspectors. 
This Code is now considered for the minimum Housing Code of the 
State of Massachusetts. 

The new Zoning By-Law was effective as of March 27, 1973, 
formerly a twenty-one page by-law and has now grown to a one 
hundred twenty-two page detailed by-law. 

The new Zoning By-Law was put into effect to help control and 
slow down the growth of Plymouth, being the largest Town area- 
wise in the State and because of this Plymouth has a potential of 
becoming a city. The effectiveness and the enforcement of the new 
Zoning By-Law has caused the growth of the Town to proceed at a 
much more controlled rate.

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Design Review Board 


The infant Design Review Board was born in March, 1973, when 
the Town's new Zoning By-Law became effective; and, like most 
yearlings, it is still developing and changing. 

Created to give advisory opinions only, the Board has never¬ 
theless spent many hours of careful review scrutinizing such things 
as the rebuilding plans for the Mayflower Inn, the development 
plans for a 1,000 unit condominium complex, architectural plans for 
every building to be built or renovated, proposals for use changes 
and all proposed signs to be erected in the Town — more than 75 
zoning permit, special permit and variance applications in less than 
seven months. 

Our architecturally trained members — Ray Frieden (the 
Planning Board's designee), Willard Gwilliam (who was Chairman 
until his resignation in November) and Nicholas Filla (who 
replaced him) —have provided extremely valuable expertise, while 
historian Lawrence Geller has produced authenticated references 
to support many of our recommendations concerning preservation 
of fine examples of period architecture. Attorney Amedeo Collari, 
with several years of experience as a member of the Zoning Board 
of Appeals, has provided excellent advice in many areas; and 
Chairperson Micki Phenner has been a good leveling influence and 
served as the generalist in a group of specialized professionals. 

We have felt that consistency in our recommendations is ex¬ 
tremely important; and, because our opinions are strictly advisory, 
have found ourselves with more freedom to administer the Zoning 
By-Law according to the wishes of the people of Plymouth. 

Our concerns have been general conformity with the letter and 
intent of the By-Law and in particular “ . . . high design and con¬ 
struction quality . . . compatible with the neighborhood and the 
Town . . . including but not limited to scale, massing, proportions, 
roofs, colors and material . . .". 

Signs have been one of our major concerns and the Board has 
reviewed our own sign laws as well as the model Municipal Sign 
Code recommended by the Commonwealth. During this iterim 
period (until March, 1976) the many, many non-conforming signs in 
Plymouth may remain in place. The Design Review Board has 
reviewed each sign application for conformity with the By-Law and 
has recommended approval only where all the requirements of the 
By-Law have been met. In many cases this has resulted in great 
disparity of obtrusiveness, size and treatment among signs in the 
same area. To possible charges of unfairness, we can only state that 
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we (the Town) must start somewhere and the somewhere, we 
believe, was the effective date of the By-Law. Those with con¬ 
forming signs can take pride in the fact that their signs are ap¬ 
pealing and legal — the others are not. May we suggest that, in view 
of the eventual necessary compliance with the sign section of the 
By-Law by March 1976, that those businesses with non-conforming 
signs act NOW to show their spirit of concern and cooperation with 
Plymouth’s commercial aesthetic needs. Be subtle, be community 
spirited . . be legal.

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Report of the 

Plymouth Beach Study Committee 


Following the Annual Town Meeting in March 1973 the 
Plymouth Beach Study Committee organized and reappointed 
Leonard Barbieri as Chairman. Committee members, including 
Mr. Barbieri, have been appointed by the Town Moderator and 
consist of the following: David Tarantino, Vincent Sgarzi, 0. Arrigo 
Guidoboni, Charles Gilbert, Steven Tavares, Jeannette Pierson and 
Marion P. Zoccolante, Secretary. 

This committee was directly responsible for the purchase of the 
S W 48 Bombadier, otherwise known as the beach cleaner, which 
was placed under the jurisdiction of the Highway Department. It 
has proven to be of exceptional value to the Town functioning not 
only as a beach cleaner in the summer months but has been easily 
adapted to other municipal maintenance. Thousands of dollars were 
saved after the January 9th snowstorm by using the Bombadier to 
plow the major sidewalks downtown as well as in the school areas. 
The Bombadier performed in a quick and efficient manner 
eliminating the cost of man hours which has always been necessary 
after severe snowstorms. 

The Beach Study Committee has held public hearings with 
concerned citizens relating to the problems of Plymouth’s public 
beaches. These meetings determined the following conclusions: 

1. Existing beach pavilion on Plymouth Beach should be 
removed and another new building built and located more centrally. 

2. Taylor Avenue Beach should have sanitary facilities. 

3. Penalties imposed on all offenders who abuse the dunes. 

4. Traffic curtailment on all beaches. 

5. Massive beach restoration program. Planting of shrubs, 
trees, and grass. 

6. No overnight permits given to campers not owning self 
controlled sanitary facilities. 

In addition to these public hearings the Beach Study Committee 
formulated petitions which were circulated by volunteers who 
obtained 977 signatures asking the Selectmen to enforce the rules 
and regulations at Plymouth Beach and Taylor Avenue Beach, 
adopted March 22,1969 and April 12, 1972 by the Town of Plymouth 
and approved by the Attorney General. 

Members of this Committee have recently met with the By-Law 
Committee asking that some of the beach rules be modified. 

The Beach Study Committee has asked Mr. Walter B. Jones who 
worked so diligently two years ago designing a master plan for 
Plymouth Beach which included a site plan, a design of a new beach 
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pavilion which would include all the requirements of the Board of 
Health and preliminary cost estimates, at this time, to design a 
building which would be reduced to essentially a toilet facility, with 
cabanas replacing the changing rooms originally designed, and 
interior showers to be completely deleted. Three or four exterior 
showers would be installed. 

Because the parking lot will be paved this coming summer 
under the Highway Department’s Budget we have asked Mr. Jones, 
the architect to design a layout for such parking facilities together 
with landscaping. 

The beach committee has asked Mr. Jones, the architect, to 
meet with Mr. Joel Lerner of the Department of Natural Resources 
to determine the availability of funds for this project. Mr. Jones was 
informed that funds are available, the project is of a nature that 
could qualify for a high priority. 

The Beach Study Committee has placed an article in the 1974 
Annual Town Warrant asking for a Town vote authorizing the Board 
of Selectmen of the Town of Plymouth, Massachusetts or the 
Plymouth Beach Study Committee be empowered to apply for and 
contract for Federal Land and Water Conservation Financial 
Assistance and to enter into contracts with the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, the Department of Natural Resources, and the U.S. 
Department of the Interior, Bureau of Outdoor Recreation 
(B.O.R.). 

The Beach Study Committee has asked the architect to design 
such a sanitary that would fit in either Plymouth Beach or Taylor 
Avenue Beach, Manomet. 

It is sincerely hoped by this committee that something shall be 
finally started in the year 1974. We, the Town, should recognize the 
glaring fact that a face-lifting at Plymouth Beach or a long needed 
sanitary at Taylor Avenue Beach, Manomet, are projects that are 
long overdue. 

We, the members of the Beach Study Committee, sincerely 
thank all interested citizens of the Town who have consulted with us 
at our meetings, the Board of Selectmen for their show of con¬ 
fidence, the Park Department and the Conservation Commission for 
their cooperation.

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Annual Report of the 
Plymouth Redevelopment Authority 


This is the first report the Plymouth Redevelopment Authority 
has submitted since 1971. There have been few changes since that 
time, with the exception of the resignation of the PRA during 1972-3 
and the appointment of a new PRA in the beginning of 1973. 

Messrs. Fry, McGrath and Barkhouse resigned in August of 
1972 and Messrs. Martin and Caranci in 1973. Arthur Caranci stayed 
on until July of 1973 and acquainted the new board with the past 
involvements of the PRA. The new PRA consists of Philip A. Capen, 
Chairman; Jeffrey S. Bell, John E. Brooks, John J. Droege and 
Robert Wollner. Both Mr. Capen and Mr. Wollner were elected at 
the Town Election in 1973 and the other members appointed by the 
Selectmen in 1973 to fill vacancies. 

During February 1972 the PRA moved from its quarters on 
Leyden Street, where they were for many years, to the newly 
renovated third floor of the Town Office Building. These quarters 
proved too small and we are now located in the side office of the 
Safety Commission Office. We are again looking for larger quarters 
in the Town Office Building for our office and a secretary. During 
December of 1973 the Personnel Board approved the classification 
of a Part-Time Clerk for the Authority. The addition of this Clerk 
has helped greatly. 

As stated in the report of 1971 the PRA must remain in existence 
for 40 years to supervise the maintenance and development within 
the project area. The PRA has plans to administer several projects 
as there are many areas in the Town that need attention. The PRA 
will be around for many years to come. 

Those areas now being discussed by the PRA are the IGA 
Foodliner Store, Governor Carver Inn and the Jenny Grist Mill, all 
included within the area of the PRA. The PRA is still waiting for 
various problems to be straightened out before Certificates of 
Completion are issued to the Governor Carver and the Jenny Grist 
Mill. On November 27, 1973 the PRA received the first of several 
Certificates of Completion on the Jenny Grist Mill. 

The problem of the Lopes family living in the Town-owned 
house on Billington Street has finally been resolved by the Plymouth 
Housing Authority and they will be moving to a new home on South 
Street in early 1974. The Water Commissioners are making plans to 
have the house on Billington Street demolished during 1974. 
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Many thanks go out to the past members of the Plymouth 
Redevelopment Authority for their efforts to redevelop various 
sections of Plymouth. The present PRA hopes that it can carry on in 
the same productive manner.

The 119th Annual Report is hereby submitted by the Board of 
Water Commissioners and Superintendent covering the calendar 
year 1973. 

The total rainfall during the year amounted to 55.64 inches, 
which is about 9.5 inches above the annual average for this area. 
The year ended with the water elevation at Little South Pond at 
107.29 feet compared to 105.77 feet for the previous year end. 

The pumpage for the year amounted to 1,044,934,600 gallons 
which approximates last years pumpage only because of a very wet 
year. 

Federal Furnace Well was put into operation May 22 of this year 
providing a much needed source of water for the area west of the 
By-pass. 

The new 1,250,000'gallon Harrington Standpipe constructed by 
Chicago Bridge & Iron was put in operation August 6, 1973 and in 
conjunction with the Samoset Tank will provide 1,750,000 gallons of 
above ground storage in the West Plymouth area. 

A new 16 inch Ductile Iron main was laid in Oak Street from 
Summer to Samoset Street a distance of 2,125 feet replacing old 
mains which have caused many repairs to be made in the past. 

Receipts from the sale of water, connections to mains, services 
rendered, etc. amounted to $389,671.25.

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Report of The 
Superintendent of Streets 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit a report of the work done in the Highway 
Department from January 1 to December 31, 1973: 

Street Cleaning 

The street sweeper cleaned several thousand curb miles from 
April to December. The main street from Jabez Corner to 
Plymouth-Kingston line was swept each day and the side streets in 
rotation every other day. The sweeper also services Manomet and 
Chiltonville areas. The new 1973 Mobil sweeper was not delivered to 
the Highway Department until October 1, 1973 on account of not 
being able to obtain axles for the sweeper. The H. F. Davis Tractor 
Company of Southboro, Massachusetts was awarded the low bid for 
this equipment at a cost of $20,171.00. 

Asphalt Sidewalks 

The construction of sidewalks were completed on the following 
streets: 500* on the south side of Summer St., 281* on the south side of 
Mt. Pleasant St., 473’ on the north side of Cushman St., 680* on the 
south side of Forest Avenue, 580* on the west side of Murray St. and 
528* on the north side of Russell Street. Many tree stump holes were 
repaired in sidewalks and general maintenance was carried out by 
repairing small sections of sidewalks where needed. 

Drains 

Drainage this year consisted of laying 270’ of reinforced con¬ 
crete pipe, two granite curb inlets and two complete catchbasins at 
the Robert Bowler development on Federal Furnace Road. On Nick 
Rock Road, a leaching field 30’x20’xl0” with 20’ of 12” corrugated 
pipe, one precast concrete leaching pit and one catchbasin was 
installed with an easement given by Edward G. Borgatti. Gunner’s 
Exchange Road had 125’ of 8” corrugated pipe laid and one small 
basin built. On Summer St., Sparrow Hill easement, 225’ of 
corrugated pipe was installed with two catchbasins and a leaching 
field. The Department of Public Works gave the Highway Depart¬ 
ment permission to install 60’ of 12” corrugated pipe and one catch- 
basin on Route 44 to correct a water problem. Surrey Drive had 
175’ of corrugated pipe laid and two catchbasins built and completed 
with 50’ of curbing. Construction of the drainage system at the 
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easterly end of Bay Shore Drive was awarded to Jada Construction 
Co. of Fall River and completed. The drainage system on Bay Shore 
Drive in the vicinity of Gate Road was awarded in the late fall to 
Bradley Contracting Corp. of Fall River. This project was not 
completed due to the weather and gasoline shortage but will be 
completed in the spring of 1974. The usual repairs of drains and 
cleaning by the hydraulic basin cleaner was carried out. 

Highway Construction and Reconstruction 

The following streets were resurfaced with Type I: 2000' on 
Cape Cod Ave., 1100’ on Esta Road, 854’ on South Cherry St., 770’ on 
Squanto Road, 1584’ on Hedges Pond Road, 1200’ on Buzzards Bay 
Drive and 1164’ on Musterfield. Approximately 300’ of the Sandwich 
Road corner was paved to prevent any future fatal accidents at this 
point. 3696’ of Seven Hills Road was widened and a base coat laid 
with the top surface to be applied in the spring of 1974. Obery Street 
and a section of Long Pond Road will be surfaced also in the spring. 
The following streets received a seal coating of 3-10 gallons asphalt 
per square yard and covered with sand: 1581’ of Elm Street, 12,616’ 
of Long Pond Road, 2112’ of Hilltop Ave., 3696’ of Clifford Road, 2640’ 
of Liberty St. and 4752’ of Micajah’s Pond Road. 

Curbings 

The Highway Department replaced curbing on the south side of 
Forest Ave., from Forest Ave. Court to Court Street for a distance of 
680’. On Billington St., at the property of George R. McGee, 300’ of 
curbing was laid. The Santos property on Cordage Terrace had 100’ 
of curbing installed. A new cement wall and curbing on Castle Street 
was replaced. 

Fences 

Approximately 239’ of chain link fence 5’ high with barbed wire 
top was erected at the Municipal Garage yard. At the property of 
John Grady on 139 Summer St. a 70’ chain link was installed. 

State Aid Improvement 

Projects under this appropriation will be completed during the 
spring of 1974. The state, county and town share one-third cost of the 
State Aid Improvement funds of $6,000. 

Traffic and Street Marking 

Traffic lines, no parking lines, parking areas, crosswalks and 
center lines were painted throughout the town. Double yellow lines 
under the new Massachusetts specifications were painted on Long 
Pond Road, Bourne Road, Federal Furnace Road, Herring Pond 
Road, Clark Road and Rocky Hill Road.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE AND 
THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 

This year marked the opening of public kindergartens for the 
five-year olds of our community. The parent orientation programs 
in September provided delightful evidence of the felt need on the 
part of the young parents of Plymouth. Those who have visited the 
centers during the school day have shared our great pride in the 
development of this most important segment of our total 
educational program. 

Throughout the year we have worked closely with Mr. Carletti’s 
Building Committee. Their efforts have merited our highest com¬ 
mendation. The action of the Special Town Meeting spoke clearly in 
behalf of the community’s appreciation of the work of that Com¬ 
mittee. 

The request of the Plymouth-Carver Regional District School 
Committee that we temporarily accept the responsibility for 
housing Grade 6 classes for the 1974-75 school year has been gran¬ 
ted. This was made possible only because of the flexible design of 
the two new buildings. It is hoped that Grade 6 will return soon to an 
Intermediate School. At that time our still expanding enrollments 
will amply fill all of our classrooms with Grades Kindergarten 
through Five. 

The Nathaniel Morton School has adjusted remarkably well to 
its new grade pattern. Much credit must be given Mr. Brown and 
his staff for the smooth transition into a five central school facility 
for Grades four and five. Old structure that it is, it has served well 
the many varied needs served by it in recent years. In 1961 it served 
the entire six-year program of Junior and Senior High School 
students. Twelve years later we find it amply filled by youngsters in 
the two grades, four and five. 

The Continuous Progress Plan at Mt. Pleasant School 
represents our determination to individualize instruction. It has 
been implemented with slight variations in our other primary 
schools. It has caused a shift in the teachers role from that of one 
who disseminates information to that of one who guides children in 
their separate and individual quest for learning. 

Cold Spring School, in addition to its continued excellent service 
to children, has this year served as noontime host to the elderly who 
have shared in the hot lunch program of which we are deservedly 
proud. 

The Manomet Elementary School has once again known the 
pangs of explosive population growth. In September we had a 21 - 
percent increase and the count rose steadily through the fall. The 
mini course concept has been expanded and refined. This year we 
were particularly pleased by the participation of the high school 
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student volunteers. In a very real sense, their working with our 
youngsters effectively combines career explanation and com¬ 
munity service. 

Title I continues to serve the special needs of our target schools. 
At Hedge School these remedial efforts have been enhanced by the 
addition of a controlled reader purchased with local funds. This is 
the blending of federal and community funds that has made good 
educational sense to your School Committee. 

It would be entirely remiss of us not to express gratification to the 
Regional School District for the activities they have so readily 
shared for the benefit of our children. Almost everyone has visited 
the Planetarium, and we have been delighted by both student and 
teacher reactions. The kitchen facility at the Intermediate School 
has made possible the continuation of our hot lunch program at 
reasonable rates to students despite skyrocketing food and supplies 
costs. 

We close by once again expressing our sincere appreciation of 
the continued support of all within our community. It was heart¬ 
ening to witness the enthusiastic response of the youngsters and 
parents of both Plymouth and Carver as the intermediate school age 
youngsters moved out of the Town provided schools and into the 
exciting new Regional facility. Once again we are thankful for the 
displayed efforts of cooperation that have made such things possible 
for our young people.

PLYMOUTH-CARVER REGIONAL 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE REPORT 


For your School Committee this has been a year that began with 
the opening of our new Intermediate facility and closed with our 
intensive search for the most sensible answer to our recognized 
space needs at the high school. It is our belief that your desire is to 
have us recommend that the Towns build that which is found to be 
both educationally sound and fiscally feasible. 

We do want to take this occasion to express our thanks to the 
professional staff of the Intermediate School, to the youngsters who 
have shown such respect and appreciation for the facility, and to the 
parents of our communities who showed remarkable patience 
during the period of double sessions which had preceded our 
opening. 

Certainly, the pride reflected in the report of the Principal of the 
Intermediate School is wholly justified. We have shared his delight 
in the great measure of acceptance that has been accorded by the 
citizens of Carver and Plymouth and the many members of the 
educational community who have visited us. 

As hard as it is to believe, the school that was opened in January 
and expanded during the months of spring has already reached a 
near-capacity enrollment. We advise you at this time that we shall 
soon be before you once again requesting increased intermediate 
space. 

School planning is both necessarily and advisedly a long-range 
activity. We have during this past year planned a major, but en¬ 
tirely temporary, reorganization of our schools. We were indeed 
fortunate that the School Committees of Carver and Plymouth 
expressed a willingness to accept responsibility for Grade 6 classes 
to be held in the local elementary schools during the 1974-75 school 
year. 

This will allow us to place Grade 9 with Grades 7 and 8 in the 
Intermediate School. We are agreed that this can be done on a 
temporary basis without educational hurt to the youngsters in¬ 
volved in the grade placement changes. 

This provided for us a short time allowance during which the 
thinking of the communities must be finalized. We have to date been 
most pleased by the input of those community members who have 
attended our meetings, particularly to members of the Student 
Advisory Council who have been so faithful and so delightfully 
creative in their thinking. 

We are pleased to inform you that our educational programs are 
keeping pace with the ever-expanding needs of our communities. 
Plymouth and Carver have grown at unprecedented rates. It is our 
present conviction that while growth may not continue to be as 
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spectacular as has been the case, it is certainly not about to stop. It 
is therefore incumbent upon us to keep you continually apprised of 
both present and anticipated school needs. Working together, we 
are certain that the Towns of Carver and Plymouth will continue to 
serve well the educational needs of their young people.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 

Changes were apparent during the school year 1972-73 which 
were the results of two factors — changes in personnel and the in¬ 
crease in pupil enrollment. 

During the 1972-73 school year the administration and faculty 
became painfully aware that some drastic action was necessary to 
deal with the serious overcrowding at the high school, which was 
certain to become aggravated in the fall of 1973. The School Com¬ 
mittee, being aware of the acute problem at the high school, gave 
the high school administration permission to use four classrooms at 
the Plymouth-Carver Intermediate School during the 1973-1974 
school year, to help alleviate the overcrowded condition. 

During the year there were changes in personnel and the staff 
also grew in number as a direct result of curriculum development. 
The implementation of English elective course offerings for the 
school year 1973-74 by the English Department was achieved and 
two additional English teachers were added to the department. Mr. 
Urban was assigned to teach health on a full-time basis. One ad¬ 
ditional math and science teacher was added to augment the staff. 
Miss Comiskey, a member of the Foreign Language Dept., returned 
from a year’s leave of absence. Three interns from Boston College 
in the English; Social Science, and Foreign Language Departments 
were additions to the staff. 

From three to five in the afternoon, courses were offered in the 
areas of Art, Home Economics, and Wood. This provided an op¬ 
portunity for students who could not schedule these courses in their 
regular day program to take them in the late afternoon program. 
Motivation among the students appears to be high, making these 
courses a valuable part of the curriculum. 

Through the combined efforts of Mr. Cummings, Principal at 
the Manomet Elementary School and Mrs. Bogle, high school 
guidance counselor, mini-courses, predominately in the arts and 
crafts subjects, were programmed at the Manomet Elementary 
School. High school students were allowed to volunteer for this 
program with the main qualifications being an interest in children 
and a preference to assist in a particular subject area. Many of 
these students expressed an interest in eventually becoming 
teachers or nurses or working in some other capacity with children. 

The Child Development Laboratory initiated last year in the 
Home Economics Department has been expanded. A semester in 
Child Development is offered which includes the study of 
development patterns of the child and practical experience in a 
laboratory situation. The students plan activities and learning 
situations for the pre-school child. 
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One of the high spots of the year was Spring Fling, a week 
allocated to suspension of regular senior courses in favor of mini 
courses, designed by the students to assist in acquiring or im¬ 
proving avocations. 

The American Field Service Chapter sponsored Martha 
Castaneda from Guatemala, and we had two other students from 
abroad, namely, Birgit Stein, representing the Student In¬ 
ternational Service from Germany and Kristina Backteman, 
Rotary Exchange Student from Sweden. 

Successes of the athletic teams were major highlights of our 
sports program during the year. The football team shared the Old 
Colony League Championship with Whitman-Hanson. The 
basketball team won the league basketball championship and also 
were winners of the Division II basketball tournament. This victory 
enabled them to compete in the State Tournament and they were 
victorious in two games before losing to Rindge-Tech in the final 
game. 

The members of the Graduating Class of 1973 were extremely 
fortunate in receiving a total of $100,209.58 in terms of scholarships, 
loans, and work guarantees. Of this amount, $28,004.58 has been 
given by local groups in Plymouth and Carver. Financial aid to the 
1973 graduating seniors has more than doubled this year over last. 
This generosity provides more students with opportunities to 
continue their studies. 

Although we have been faced with certain difficulties due to 
student growth, the teachers deserve the highest praise for their 
efforts and cooperation in keeping our problems minimal. I would 
like to express my personal appreciation to the citizens of Plymouth 
and Carver and to many community agencies for their support and 
cooperation. The coordinated effort by everyone involved assures 
us that quality education is our goal.

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REPORT OF THE 

DIRECTOR OF PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES 
1972-1973 

All services provided by the Plymouth-Carver pupil personnel 
staff continue to be dedicated to a coordinated team approach 
directed toward individualized identification, planning, 
programming, and follow-up of children with special educational 
needs. Other staff members which have had to adjust their work 
schedules and methods to meet the needs of their expanded case 
loads are the school psychologist, attendance officer, and speech 
therapist. This commitment requires that we continue to work with 
students, parents, school staff, and community agencies utilizing a 
prevention-oriented rather than a crisis-oriented service. 

Major emphasis has been placed upon increasing lines of 
communication between home, school, and related community 
agencies during the past year. It is felt that as we grow in 
enrollment and in staff, we must continue to improve upon our 
communications capability if we are to successfully serve our 
children. The pupil personnel staff is greatly encouraged by the 
degree to which parents and community agencies have shown their 
willingness to become involved on behalf of children. We hope that 
we can continue to increase working relationships in this area and 
encourage greater parental and community involvement. 

The new reorganization of the Plymouth and Carver Schools 
and increased enrollment will make it necessary to add counselors 
to our staff next year, especially at the elementary school level. 
Recommendations have also been made for increased staff in the 
health service and speech service. If we are to continue to offer 
adequate professional services, staff must be added proportionately 
to increased school enrollment. 

The 1972-73 school year reflects a very active period for the' 
school health staff. There also were several major personnel 
changes in the school health staff during the year. Due to the un¬ 
timely death of Dr. Frank Abate, it was necessary to reorganize the 
duties and job description of the school physician. The Pediatric 
Office of the Plymouth Medical Center now shares the responsibility 
of providing this service through the efforts of Doctors Richard 
Elliott, Marion Elliott, C. James Gormley, and Martin Gaynor with 
Dr. Medora Eastwood who continues her valued service to the 
Plymouth school children. We all will sorely miss the personal and 
dedicated service provided the children of the Plymouth and Carver 
schools by Dr. Abate for so many years. 

Mrs. Ruth Volta elected to retire at the close of the 1972-73 
school year after a long successful career as a school nurse in the 
Plymouth schools and Plymouth-Carver High School. Mrs. Volta is 
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to be commended for her untiring effort and dedication to duty and 
will long be remembered by those fortunate enough to have been 
associated with her. Mrs. Elizabeth Stephen has joined the staff of 
Plymouth-Carver High School as school nurse. She brings with her a 
wealth of nursing knowledge and experience and continues to carry 
on the excellent tradition of the high school health service. 

The duties and responsibilities of the school psychologist have 
been expanded in scope due to enrollment trends and new 
legislation related to children with special needs. Portions of this 
new legislation entitled Chapter 766 of the General Laws have been 
implemented during the past school year Complete compliance 
with the law will be mandatory in September of 1974. Chapter 766 
will require that local school systems assume total responsibility for 
all children between the ages of three and twenty-one identified as 
having some educational deficit or special need. For clarity we can 
consider special needs students to be those diagnosed as 
emotionally disturbed, mentally retarded, visually handicapped, 
physically handicapped, deaf or hard of hearing, perceptually 
handicapped, and developmentally disabled. This responsibility 
must include established procedures for comprehensive individual 
identification and evaluation, prescriptive educational plans for 
each child identified, related individualized educational programs 
for these children and complete parental involvement. 

The role of tutorial and specialized educational programs now 
take on an added dimension. Programs must include the vital 
component of attempting to integrate all students with special needs 
into a life style which utilizes each child’s maximum potential. 
Teachers trained in providing plans and programs for these 
children must now become resource personnel for regular 
classroom teachers in the attempt to provide for individual needs of 
children. 

The total staff has been and will be involved in developing new 
approaches which are both educationally and financially feasible 
through new local programs, closer coordination and cooperation 
with private and public agencies and through collaboration with 
other communities. 

The pupil personnel staff has been involved in a very active 
year. Increases in enrollment and changing educational and 
societal demands have required a reevaluation of priorities and 
techniques. We wish to express our gratitude to the citizens and the 
cooperating community agencies of Plymouth and Carver for their 
willingness to assist us in our attempt to provide for the individual 
needs of children in our schools. 

Post secondary placement for the Class of 1973 is as follows:

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
OF THE INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL 


On January 2, 1973, Plymouth-Carver Intermediate School 
opened for the first time to the community’s 6th, 7th, and 8th 
graders. The faculty spent a great deal of time in preparing 
themselves and the children for the new building, and a smooth 
transition was easily effected after the holidays. All pupils and 
teachers had several days to tour their new school and to become 
familiar with the amenities of the plant. The school community 
developed rather quickly an appreciation of the fine building which 
for so many years had been a hope and a dream. 

A number of articles in local and national publications heralded 
the school and its special advantages to the professional educational 
community and to the public. The parents and citizens of Plymouth 
and Carver were invited to two open house programs, during which 
approximately 4000 persons toured the school. A continuous stream 
of visitors has since been through the school to observe what kind of 
plant and educational program we are offering. Teachers and ad¬ 
ministrators from other towns, local businessmen, children from 
other schools, architects, school board members, finance com¬ 
mitteemen, and many others have had access to the school. PCIS is 
an example and a beacon for future schools that wish to emulate our 
model for upper elementary education. 

The school has been designed to serve other needs of the 
community in addition to the daily program. The school cafeteria 
serves over 1500 meals daily to the 6th, 7th, and 8th graders, and 
over 1800 to the other schools in the district. The bakery facility can 
produce baked goods — cakes, rolls, buns, and other breadstuffs — 
in remarkable quantities and at substantial savings over com¬ 
mercial costs. There is nothing to compare with the ambience 
created by the aroma of freshly baked bread throughout the school! 
The planetarium ran two evening adult classes in descriptive 
astronomy, and it served approximately 5500 pupils from grade 1 to 
the high school each month. It remains one of the most dramatic 
attractions and useful educational tools the building possesses. 

The Instructional Media Center, a fully equipped resource 
replete with the latest in educational electronic technology, has 
added a unique dimension to the range of educational opportunities 
for the PCIS children. It has stimulated children and teachers to 
explore new ways of approaching learning, and it has brought real 
meaning to the word “creativity.” Between programmed and 
casual use of the library and resource materials, including the 
television facility, over 5000 pupils per month are served by the 
IMC. 
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Typing is new to the intermediate age level, and children at all 
grade levels enjoy learning the basic techniques of communication 
through personal typing courses. The typing lab is electronically 
equipped to provide a wide range of instructional levels at one time. 
The school band — complete with elegant uniforms — has been 
molded into a marching unit which very aptly represented the 
school in the Veteran’s Day parade, as well as having been invited 
to march in other communities. The talent and dedication of these 
young musicians is a credit to their school and their community. 

In general, the reactions of pupils and their parents is one of 
admiration and awe for PCIS. Many parents have commented that 
they wish they could go back to school in a building like this. 
Children often respond with a wide-eyed “WOW!” PCIS is truly a 
model for the future, and in all likelihood it will be in the forefront of 
upper elementary education for many years to come.
